In December, 1930, the Arlington 
Heights Relief committee began to 
function and up to the present time 
they have furnished 120 orders for 
groceries, coal and milk, thus car­ 
ing for 049 individuals. 
In addi­ 
tion to this, milk is being furnish­ 
ed daily to some 20 children who 
do not get it at home. And 14 chil­ 
dren have been outfitted with new 
shoes or galoshes or both. 
This 
has cost the 
committee $500.00, 
which has generously been donat­ 
ed by the high school benefit bas­ 
ketball game, the Community play­ 
ers, the Eveready club, the Wom­ 
an’s club, the Public Sendee oom- 
I pany and numerous individuals. 
Donations of food and clothing 
have enabled them to outfit over 
300 individuals at the Relief cen­ 
ter over the People’s State bank. 
Underclothes, shoes, 
hose, coats,

SPARE THE ROD—but what of the child? 


The dav of the old fashioned birch rod hanging over the 
teacher’s desk is gone; whether for better or Hat, it is gone. But 
much of the wholesome psychological^ effect of the sight of the 
rod is also gone too, and th at perhaps is not so desirable. 
It is probably quite true th at the rod was often used and 
sometimes too severely; but today it seems that we h a\e gone 
too far in the opposite direction. 
It seems literally true now 
“Spare the rod and spoil the child.” 
Our schools are entrusted 
with the duty of im parting knowledge to our children, inform a­ 
tion that is necessary in later life. 
The school is expected to 
iPain children to think for them selves, to reason, to control 
their feelings, to resDect the rights of others, to obey rules set 
up for the good of all. 
And then—children come to school to be trained by the 
teachers; children who have been spoiled a t home and allowed to 
do as they please. 
Children who are selfish, insolent and some­ 
tim es vicious; but the rules made by the board are clear: Don’t 
whip the child. 
Sometimes love and reason works with these 
children, but more often it does not. Sooner or later the teacher 
is up against it in the control of th at youngster. 
Add to that 
Hie problem or two or more unruly children and the regular duties 
and it becomes nerve-wracking to the teacher and most difficult 
for her to do good work. 
Since the parents feel so keenly the responsibility of the 
school iii developing character in th eir children, they should also 
feel free to allow the teacher ce Ila in privileges of punishm ent 
which sometimes become necessary in the proper training of the 
youngster. 
Often one good spanking will be sufficient to turn 
an otherwise insolent and difficult child into an obedient and 
worthwhile pupil. 
Spanking, if wisely adm inistered, is a neces­ 
sary. thing in some cases. 
Since the judgm ent of the teacher 
is trusted in all other things pertaining to our children’s school 
life, why should it tie m istrusted in this one thing? 
A child who fails to learn the rights of others, who fails to 
obey lules set up for the good of all. who is impudent, is headed 
in the wrong direction—possible for things much more serious in 
life. A little judicious use of the “ rod” will help to make better 
citizens.

Urbana, 111., Mar. 2—There are 
some indications that IDSO farm 
prices which averaged lower than 
during the preceding nine years of 
1021-11)21) reflect the beginning of 
a new period during which the gen­ 
eral level of prices will be lowei 
than for the nine years. 
This is 
pointed out in a new bulletin No. 
365, “ Prices of Illinois Farm Pro­ 
ducts in 10.50,” which has just been 
issued by the College of Agricul­ 
ture, University of Illinois. 
L. J. 
Norton, assistant chiel in agricul­ 
tural economics, is the author. 
Prices of practically all commodi­ 
ties sold by Illinois fanners de­ 
clined generally in 1930. This de­ 
cline probably reflects in part the 
influence of the general downward 
trend in prices 
which 
began in 
L020 and it is likely that it will Im* 
only partially recovered when busi­ 
ness 
conditions 
improve 
and 
strengthen the general demand for 
farm products. Norton believes. 
Only 5 of 21 majoi Illinois farm 
products were higher in I’.*30 than 
they were as an average of the 
previous nine years. 
These were 
the three related commodities, heel 
cattle, milk cows and veal calves 
and two horticultural products, ap­ 
ple?. and potatoes. 
All the other 
products were cheaper. 
Rye wool 
and wheat were at the bottom ol 
the scale, their 1030 pi ice a v e r a g ­ 
ing only TI per cent o f the a v era g e 
lot the nine years, 1021-1929. 
Changes iii prices cf sheep pro­ 
ducts and cattle are largely cycli­ 
cal, the bulletin explains, and then 
points out that sheep are now in 
ti ic lower price part of their cycle,
